AND goeod fit and feasibility. Such a program is likely to be effective and likely to
be well implemented and sustained. A fotal score from 20-23 indicates a program
that either has limited evidence of effectiveness or may face challenges related to
poor fit of feasibility. These challenges could resuit in problems with
implementation quality, sustainability, or even initial program acceptance in the
community. Programs with a score below 20 shouid NOT be considered, as they
are highly uniikely to resuit in positive youth F or other targ
behavior change.
